the City.”, He raid that he would like 
to point out that in the six years which 
toliuwed the original outbrenk of 1694 
the Colony had a comparative immunity 
from plague. Tn 1801 there was a severe 
epidemic, when the cases numbered 1,600, 
which was likely. to be equalled this year, 
and jsomething of .a* panic occurred’ in 
that year. Apparently a strongly-worded 
petition widely signed way sent to the 
Secretary of State, upon which Mr. 
Chamberlain ‘promptly acted: Professor 
Simpson waa-sent-out-to-invostigate .into 
the causes of plague and Mr. Chadwick 
was sent out an 3 sanitary expert to en- 
quire into the general sanitation of ‘the 
piace, In these days the Indian Plague 
Comunisaion had nat reported, and it was 
not known that plague was transmitted 
froin rata to men, but Professor Simpson 
very soon noticed that wherever infected 
rats wore found plague occurred within 
two or three weeks, and he also had his 
attention drawn. to the subject of drain- 
age, Mr, Chadwick: from his’ investiga- 
tion agreed with Professor Simpson. The 
chart which had been prepared by the 
Moiical Officer of Health bore out Pro- 
fessor Simpson's contention. There were 
aio Kinds of rats, the house rat and the 
@rain rat. They were equal. approximate- 
“Gy fv numbers, but the proportion of in- 
fected ‘drain rats was very much larger 
than thie proportion of infected house rats. 
Tho figures for 1911 showed that the total 
number of rats killed was. 87,238, of 
which 296 were infected. Of these 54 per 
cent, were, house rats and 66 per eont. 
drain rats. For 1912 up to dune the num- 
hey’ cought was 49,056, of which 415 was 
infected, 2 per cont, being house rats 
and’ 7 per cont. drain rats. Tho pro.' 
‘portion ‘of infected ratw was very small, 
but he would gk, them to imagine what 
sould happewaif-instead of 0.86 the pro- 
‘pertion was 8.06, We would then have 
10,000. eases: of plague. Of course ‘the 
drain rat was not entirely confined to 
the drains. It ‘was an urisociable beast, 
and, apart from the drains, ocenpied un- 
ased godowis and ench places. The fact 
that 75 per cent. of the infected rats. be- 
Iongto this species should make thom 
rivet their attention’ on the drains. Pro- 
fessor Bimpson and Mr. Chadwick wore

Mr. Cuan Kar Mine minuted—-At the 
meeting referred, to by tho Medical 
Officer uf Health in his minute dated 15th 
June, if my. memory serves, me rightly, 
the Kai Fong were invited to co-operate 
in the general cleansing work to be dono 
in-the infected area. In this they readily 
offered their services, but when they were 
told’ that. their ceilings must come down 
thoy mado-a great noise and said that it 
was too big.an order... They pointed out 
that as they: were: only tenants they should 
like to roport:to the owners, and if there 
was really no way out of it they pre- 
ferred to bo allowed to take down the 
coilings themselves, and they particularly 
insisted upon the houses owned by Euro- 
peans being dealt with at first. They 
begged hard-to be: permitted to cleanse 
their houses without disturbing’ the ecil- 
ings, The question of ‘exemption was 
never raised at this informal mecting, 
My impression is that the object of. the 
meeting was’ to inform the Kai. Fong 
what they had to do and not that they 
were to be consulted as to whether they

THE. MERCHANT SEAMAN OF 

TO-DAY: ’ 

MANNING AND HANDLING OF 
: BOATS. 


_. (iva PRACTICAL SEAMAN.) 

It is a fact of terrible import that all 
things appertaining to boating in the 
Mercantile Marine . ore often grossly 
bungled. ‘In many a case where a boat 
is hurriedly required, delay’ or disaster 
occurs ‘through the ignorance of untrain- 
ed men handling patents of which they 
have no. or but'scanty knowledge. 

DETERIORATION IN SEAMANSIUT, 

Has the public yet fully realized that, 

even if the boat is lowered and frecd in 
sufety, there may not be men to handle 
her vars proficiently? The British sea- 
man, properly trained, is still the finest 
in the world. ‘This ,is m0 insular, race- 
proud, statement, but one which the 
writer makes from experience of nearl 
a quarter of a century with crews of all 
‘nations. But, in the first place, what 
proportion of British ships carry purely 
British crews? Alaa! few. And what 
training does this fine material receive? 
In boat work little, if any; and on board 
ship the sailor is rapidly. becoming a 
mevhanician or a mere leauge of brass 
and paint work. With the death of. sail 
and the rapid advent of steam-propelled 
versely the. old’ training school which 
mado him the handy man and the pride 
of the nation is gone, What is the use 
of boat drill as now carried out in liners 
(how often, we wonder, jn mere cargo 
vessels?) if, when calimity overtakes the 
ehip, thege untrained men cannot release 
the boat from her fastenings and pull a 
good oar through tempestuous seaxd The 
sarne deterioration in 
going on amongst™ the lascar “crews, 
where, for precisely similar reasons, the 
want of elementary training is being ex- 
perienced.. A well-trained lascar is a 
treat to handle, and they make most skil- 
fu! and intrepid boatmen; so these re- 
marks: on training, therefore, apply 
equally to them. , 

From a wealth of experience let the 
writer quote one of two concrete cases to 
prove there is no exaggeration: — 

Case 1.--A steamer of the turret class 
at anchor in a swift-running tidal 
river. The ery goes up, “ Man over- 
beard!” ‘The pilot rashes to, the bridge 
to ‘find a direful mess being made with 
the special davits necessitated by reason 
of the vessel’s peculiar structure. Down 
yoes one end of the boat only; the crew 
sliviek in terror ag they cling to the slant- 
ing seats. Luekily the pilot understands 
the gear and loss of life is prevented. 
Lucky, indeed; the previous day he had 
been shown the working of it- by the only 


‘) officer on board who understood it! 


Case %-—A steamer wilh many passen- 
gers aboard crashes on a submerged 
rock. The boats are lowered into'a calm 
sea, but a racing tide of seven or eight 
knots runs from stern to bow, On one 
side the writer, himself a passenger, and 
a gentleman, now e well-mown bank 
manager, between them lower a boat 
Safely the 
boat is water-borne, but one: fall only can 
be released by the seaman in the boat. 
Still fast ‘to the other fall, the bont now 
plunges out across the furious current, 
and now is hurled back against the'ship’s 
sidv. “Cut the fall,” we roar. . With a 
iazoy snatched from the ship’s barber this 
is done; the rope runa through the blocks 
ty foul at. the davit head. One of us 
crawls out to clear it, and the boat nar- 
rowly escapes destruction. 
nide of the ship one boat is lowered near 
the water, tho one immediately astern of 
her, water-borne and full of passengers, 
1s let go to drift under the suspended 
boat; while passengers are crushed to the 
bottomi of their boat--one, at least, jump- 
‘ing overboard to avoid injury. The last 
nssengers to leave the ship left ino 
boat in which there was one seaman only, 
nv tiller and a plug-which would not fit. 

Case 3.--A dark night-in the Gulf of 
Martaban. A white man to be transhipped 
fram. one sleainer to another, The boat 
yets safely away. But what is this? - The 
laxcar at the stroke oar is sitting var in 
hand ready to pull but facing the bow 
instead. of the stern. This seems almost 
incredible, but it is the naked truth. 
Turned round into proper. position he 
proves utterly incapable .of rowing, The 
white inan. passenger takes his place. 

But why labour the question? With 
those who know the truth it is notorious 
that thig sort of thing goes.on with ne 
palling frequency: when . inadequately 
trained men are employed as seamen.

And what of the officera? Those train- 
ed as cadets in the Worcester and Con 
way are.exeetlent oarsmen ‘and, smart 
encugh in handling beats in a tideway> 
But lack of practice must tell, even with
